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THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


THE  Cottage  Hospital  has  now  completed  30  years  of  useful  service,  and 
the  continually  increasing  demands  on  its  resources  are  shewn  by  the 
following  particulars  : —

Comparing  some  of  the  more  important  items  in  the  statement  of  Income 
and  Expenditure,  it  will  be  seen  that  : 

(a)  The  Annual  Subscriptions  shew  a  slight  decrease,  and  the  Committee 

would  like  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Hospital  to  all  residents  in 
the  district,  in  the  hope  that  many  who  have  not  hitherto  subscribed 
may  be  led  to  take  a  share  in  the  good  work  of  relieving  sickness  and 
suffering,  especially  among  the  poorer  classes  of  the  community. 

(b)  Patients’  payments  shew  an  increase  of  £18.  Every  case  is  carefully 

and  sympathetically  considered,  and  the  charges  fixed  as  low  as 
possible,  due  regard  being  had  to  the  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

(c)  Hospital  Sunday  collections  shew  an  increase  of  £6  over  those  of  the 

previous  year. 

(d)  The  Committee  are  grateful  for  the  Legacy  of  £100  left  by  the  late 

Miss  Jane  Hayes,  and  £200  left  by  the  late  Mr.  George  Butters.  They 
trust  that  others  will  bear  in  mind  the  claims  of  the  Hospital  when 
arranging  their  charitable  bequests. 

(e)  The  income  under  the  heading  of  “Extraordinary”  amounts  to  £154 

2s.  Id.,  compared  with  £228  10s.  lOd.  in  the  previous  year.  It  should 
however  be  mentioned  that  in  addition  we  have  the  sum  of  £236  14s. 
raised  by  the  Garden  Fete,  kindly  opened  by  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Devereux, 
in  the  grounds  of  Dutton  House ;  and  the  grateful  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  due  to  all  who  assisted  in  making  this  event  such  an 
unqualified  success. 

Turning  to  Expenditure,  there  has  been  a  saving  on  Provisions  of  £56, 
and  throughout  the  items  coming  under  the  heading  of  ‘  Domestic  ’  the 
total  expenditure  has  been  considerably  reduced,  thanks  to  the  capable 
management  on  the  part  of  the  Matron,  and  the  generous  gifts  received  week 
by  week  from  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

The  large  increase  in  Salaries  and  Wages  is  due  to  the  additional 
expenses  incurred  during  the  time  the  Hospital  was  without  a  regular  Matron. 

To  sum  up,  the  total  income  for  the  year  has  enabled  the  Committee  to 
meet  all  expenses,  leaving  in  hand  a  balance  of  £39  2s.,  a  result  which  is 
considered  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
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The  Committee  regret  the  departure  from  the  town  of  four  of  their 
members  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Harris,  Rev.  J.  C.  Elder,  Dr.  Niblock  and  Mr.  T.  Neild. 
The  latter  has  been  one  of  the  Trustees  from  the  commencement,  and  during 
the  course  of  the  30  years  of  its  existence  has  always  been  a  tower  of  strength 
and  has  rendered  invaluable  services  to  the  Hospital.  Sincere  thanks  are  due 
to  each  of  these  gentlemen  for  their  keen  interest  and  helpful  services 
covering  a  period  of  many  years. 


In  July  last,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  resigned  his 
position,  and  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  by  the 
Committee  :  “  That  this  Committee  deplores  the  necessity  for  Mr.  Duncan  to 
retire  from  his  position  as  Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  and  thanks  him  heartily 
for  his  great  services  and  support.  They  hope  he  will  continue  to  take  as 
great  an  interest  in  the  Hospital  in  the  future  as  in  the  past.  The  Hon. 
R.  C.  Devereux  was  requested  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  kindly  consented  to  do 


so. 


Miss  Urwick,  who  for  4  years  carried  out  the  duties  of  Hon.  Secretary, 
relinquished  her  post  in  April  last.  Her  energetic  work  and  interest  on 
behalf  of  the  Hospital  are  well  known,  and  for  which  the  best  thanks  of  the 
Committee  were  accorded  to  her  on  her  retirement.  Mr.  G.  Attwell  was 
appointed  as  Secretary  and  is  now  occupying  that  position. 

We  welcome  Dr.  Lock  Kingdon  and  Dr.  McLaren  as  additional  members 
of  the  Hon.  Medical  staff,  also  the  Rev.  R.  Todd  and  Brig. -General  Stewart 
as  members  of  the  General  Committee. 

With  regard  to  the  future,  in  view  of  the  increasing  demands  on  the 
resources  of  the  Hospital,  the  provision  of  additional  accommodation  has 
become  necessary.  This,  with  the  urgent  need  for  the  installation  of  an 
X-Ray  apparatus  has  engaged  the  close  attention  and  careful  consideration 
of  the  Committee,  and  an  appeal  has  been  launched  for  the  necessary  funds 
to  enable  the  work  to  be  carried  out  as  early  as  possible. 

We  have  again  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  from  whom  we  have  received 
help  in  various  ways  :  the  Annual  Subscribers,  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  for 
their  annual  appeal,  the  Organizers  of  Whist  Drives  and  other  Entertain¬ 
ments  ;  the  Workers  in  connection  with  Rose  Day ;  the  Ladies  of  the  Linen 
League,  the  Ex-service  men.  Policemen,  and  the  1  own  Band  ;  the  Leominster 
Playfolk  ;  the  holders  of  Collecting  Boxes ;  donors  of  fruit,  flowers,  vegetables 
eggs  and  poultry;  Mr.  Bridge  for  his  gratuitous  work  of  decorations  and 
repairs;  Mr.  DeAth  for  his  care  of  the  Wireless;  Dr.  Lamb  for  the  use  of  his 
grounds ;  the  scholars  of  the  Grammar  School ;  and  to  all  others  who  have 
assisted  in  any  way  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  not  for¬ 
getting  Mr.  Studt  and  Mr.  Peters  for  their  annual  May  Fair  Benefit. 

Finally,  your  Committee  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  valuable  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  Hon.  Medical  and  Dental  Staff,  together  with  those  of  the  Matron 
and  the  Indoor  Staff.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


1. — This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  The  LEOMINSTER  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL.” 

Meetings  of  Subscribers. 

2.  — An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  to  the  Institution  shall 
be  held  not  later  than  the  month  of  April  to  receive  the  Report  and  Accounts, 
and  to  transact  the  general  business  of  the  Hospital. 

3.  — Seven  days’  clear  notice  of  such  Meeting  shall  be  given  to  every 
Subscriber  of  10s.  and  upwards.  Notice  shall  also  be  given  in  one  or  more 
local  papers.  The  omission  of  any  individual  notice  shall  not  invalidate  the 
meeting. 

4.  — Every  Subscription  shall  become  due  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each 
year,  and  be  considered  annual  until  notice  in  writing  to  withdraw  it  shall 
have  been  given  to  the  Secretary. 

3. — No  one  whose  last  year’s  subscription  is  unpaid  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  General  Meeting. 

6.  — Any  Representative  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  Friendly  Society  or  other 
Association,  making  a  Collection  for  the  Hospital  shall  be  considered  a 
Subscribing  Member  during  the  current  year. 

7.  — An  Annual  Report  of  the  general  working  of  the  Hospital  and  a 
Balance  Sheet  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  shall  be  published  by  the 
Committee,  and  forwarded  to  every  person  entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

8.  — All  appointments  to  the  offices  of  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Auditors,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Subscribers  present 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  duly  convened.  In 
cases  of  vacancies  occurring  between  the  dates  of  the  Annual  Meetings  the 
Committee  may  fill  the  vacancies  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  next  Annual 
Meeting. 

9.  — Special  Meetings  of  the  Subscribers  may  be  called  on  a  requisition 
by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  by  five  Sub¬ 
scribers  ;  sent  to  the  Honorary  Secretary,  fourteen  days’  clear  notice  of  such 
Meetings  to  be  given  to  the  Subscribers  qualified  to  be  present  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  such  notice  to  specify  all  the  business  to  be  brought 
forward. 
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Management. 

10.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  and  a  Committee  of  Management. 

1 1 .  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  consist  of  Members  elected 
from  Annual  Subscribers  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in  each  year, 
together  with  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Trustees,  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  resident  in  the  town,  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  Honorary  Secretary, 
ex-officio. 

12.  — The  Committee  of  Management,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum, 
shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  or  other  convenient  place,  to  transact  the  business 
of  the  Hospital  on  the  second  Monday  in  each  month,  unless  in  the  interest 
of  the  Hospital  some  alternative  day  is  more  convenient. 

13.  — The  Committee  of  Management  is  empowered  to  make  bye-laws 
for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  details  connected  with  the  working  of  the 
Hospital,  and  may  appoint  Sub-Committees  to  whom  they  may  delegate  any 
of  the  powers  and  duties  of  Committee  of  Management.  All  tenders  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  no  liability  whatever 
shall  be  incurred  without  the  express  order  or  authority  of  such  Committee. 

Life  Governors. 

14.  — Any  donor  of  £50  or  upwards  shall  be  elected  a  Life  Governor  of 
the  Hospital.  Life  Governors  to  have  the  right  of  attending  meetings  of 
the  General  Committee  and  voting  thereat. 

Visitors. 

15.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  at  each  Monthly  Meeting 
appoint  two  of  their  number  to  act  as  Visitors  for  the  ensuing  month. 

16.  — The  Visitors  so  appointed  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once 
in  each  week.  It  shall  be  their  duty  :  (a)  To  confer  with  the  Matron  as  to 
the  domestic  arrangements,  and  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Hospital,  and 
to  supervise  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  (b)  To  examine  the 
household  accounts  as  prepared  by  the  Matron,  (c)  To  submit  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  the  above  accounts,  when  examined  ;  also  a  list  of  the 
requirements ;  and  any  recommendations  they  may  see  fit  to  make  regard¬ 
ing  the  conduct  of  the  Hospital  or  the  well-being  of  its  inmates. 

Medical  Staff. 

17.  — The  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  all  duly  qualified  practitioners, 
resident  within  the  district,  who  are  willing  to  give  their  services. 

18.  — Every  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  shall  have  the  right  to 
continue  the  treatment  of  any  patient  under  his  care  at  the  time  of  admission. 
For  all  other  patients  the  medical  officers  shall  attend  at  the  Hospital  for  a 
week  in  rotation,  the  order  of  attendance  to  be  fixed  by  themselves. 

Matron  and  Nurses. 

19.  — The  appointment  of  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  vested  in  and  held 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee  of  Management.  These  officers  shall 
reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  shall  receive  such  pay  as  the  Committee  of  Man¬ 
agement  may  from  time  to  time  determine.  The  staff  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Matron  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Committee. 
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Patients. 

20.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  open  for  the  treatment  and  relief  of  persons 
suffering  from  sickness  or  accidents,  preference  being  given  to  those  in  poor 
circumstances.  The  district  to  be  served  by  the  Hospital  shall,  save  in 
exceptional  circumstances,  be  those  parishes  within  a  radius  of  six  miles  of  the 
Hospital.  Any  patient  admitted  to  the  Hospital  living  outside  the  area  served 
by  the  Hospital  (other  than  accidents)  to  be  charged  the  full  amount  in  the 
General  Ward,  viz.,  £2  2s.  per  week. 

21.  — Persons  suffering  from  mental,  infectious,  incurable  or  chronic 
diseases  shall  not  be  admitted.  Also  maternity  cases,  with  the  exception  of 
those  requiring  surgical  treatment. 

22.  — Cases  of  urgency  and  accident  shall  at  once  be  admitted  on  applica¬ 
tion  at  any  time. 

23.  — No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  without  the  permission  of  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  he  may  have  been  placed,  nor  enter 
any  ward  but  his  own  without  leave. 

24.  — Any  patient  who  breaks  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  or  behaves 
irregularly  or  indecently,  shall  be  expelled,  and  no  person  after  expulsion 
shall  be  readmitted. 

25.  — A  patient  of  any  religious  denomination  may  be  attended  by  his 
Minister  at  such  time  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Matron. 

26. — The  relatives  and  friends  of  the  patient  shall  be  permitted  to  visit 
them  at  such  times  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Committee  may 
from  time  to  time  determine. 

27.  — Any  patient  who  at  the  time  of  his  admission  is  under  the  treatment 
of  a  duly  qualified  medical  man  not  connected  with  the  Hospital  may  be 
placed  under  his  charge,  if  the  patient  so  requests. 

Paying  Patients. 

28.  — Patients  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance  a  weekly  sum,  payable  ordinarily  in  advance,  and  based  on 
their  financial  position.  The  Matron  shall  be  responsible  for  the  collection 
of  such  payments,  which  shall  be  handed  over  to  the  Secretary  weekly.  The 
Committee  of  Management  shall  from  time  to  time  fix  a  standard  scale  of 
charges,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  Matron’s  room.  In  cases  of 
inability  on  the  part  of  the  Patient  to  pay  the  full  scale  payment,  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge  of  the  patient  shall  suggest  to  the  Committee  a  reduced  pay¬ 
ment.  but  such  suggestion  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the 
general  financial  position  of  the  patient.  The  ultimate  decision  as  to  an 
abatement  or  remission  of  the  charge  shall  rest  with  the  Committee.  In  cases 
where  a  patient  pays  a  maintenance  charge,  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  case  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  fees.  But  where  a  reduction  is  made  in 
the  standard  Hospital  charge,  there  shall  be  a  proportionate  reduction  in  the 
normal  fee  charged  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

Alteration  of  Rules. 

29.  — The  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  revise  any  existing  rule,  or 
to  introduce  any  new  rule,  as  may  be  considered  necessary  for  the  efficient 
administration  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  same  being  confirmed  at  the 
next  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers.
